His Danish dancers of Toronto, Canada gained an admir- 
able reputation throughout Canada and the United States 
for their excellent performances. The Madsensg founded 
the Cherry Hill Center for folk dancing, handicrafts, and 
Danish gymnastics at Unionville on the outskirts of Tor- 
onto and a shop for the manufacture of goods needed in 
sports and gymnastics, which items he supplied for all 
Canadian recreational centers. 

John is survived by his wife, Betty, three daughters. 
His many friends extend their deepest expressions of re- 
gret to Betty.

On May 15th, the father, Stan- 
ley Puksmis, died, while on July 29th, Cecilia was killed 
in an auto accident.

Cecilia and Helen 
were also members of Alice Stephens’ singing group.
